A Sacramento Superior Court 
judge Thursday dealt a blow to the 
winners of the Associated Students 
Inc. Apnl election results by agree- 
ing that a recommendation to abort 
the election was valid. 

Judge James T. Ford ruled that 
the Elecuon Complaint Committee 
clearly meant to terminate the 
results of the election when it is- 
sued its May 25 report on alleged 
discrepancies in the voting proce- 
dures. 

Ford, however, said the final 
decision about the validity of the 
election is in the hands of the 
Appellate Council, which under 
ASI bylaws has the power to void 
the election. 

“The 25th of May amounts to a 
determination to abort the elec- 
tion,” Ford said in Thursday's 
ruling. 

The Election Complaint Com- 
mittee thought it was a “tainted 
election,” Ford said. He agreed that 
the committee found “grievous 
election fauit.” 

Despite the ruling, ASI Execu- 
tive Director Peter Pursley said, 
“ ASI’ soperations are sull conunu- 
ing.” 

Ford's ruling now moves the 
matter to the Appellate Council.

The Council is comprised of Dean 
of Students George Wayne, a 
faculty member appointed by 
CSUS Academic Senate and a 
studeni appointed by ASI.

Ford’s ruling was the latest 
round in a series of confrontations 
between ASI and three members of 
the Responsible to Education with 
Accountable Leadership elecuon 
slate who lost in the Apnilelection. 
These REAL candidates filed a 
lawsuit ip July claiming ASI con- 
ducted an illegal election and 
conspired to violate the REAL 
candidates’ voung nghis. 

After Thursday's ruling, the 
three were elated. 

“Justice finally has a chance to 
be served,” said Stephen Loewe, 
the REAL candidate for ASI presi- 
dent. “Now when the other group 
(ASI) appeals to the Appellate 
Council, as they should have done 
originally, instead of wasung stu- 
dents’ funds, hopefully the Appel- 
late Council will do the right 
thing.” 

Rose Johnson, REAL’s candi- 
date for Arts and Sciences director, 
said, “The time for them to appeal

Campus flasher arrested

CSUS Police arrested a man last week for two counts of 
indecent exposure commitied on campus. The man is not 
associated with the university. 

The man allegedly exposed himself at the bus stop located 
in front of the Administration Building in the late afternoon 
of Sept. 17 and again on the third floor of the Library on the 
evening of Sept. 19. 

Two students, who were witnesses to the acts, identified 
the arrestee from a photo line-up on Sept. 24. They identi- 
fied the suspect from a selection of pictures of five people 
from the same sex and race and with similar physical 


The man also fits the description taken from witnesses 
of other indecent exposure incidents on campus, but he has 
not been charged with those offenses. 

These other exposures occurred Sept. 13 on the fifth floor 
of the Library and Sept. 17 in the women’s locker room in 
the P.E. Building. 

The California Penal Code defines indecent exposure as 
a person who willfully and lewdly exposes his or her person 
Or private parts in any public place or in any place where 
other persons may be offended or annoyed. 

This crime is a misdemeanor for first offenders, but 
additional convictions are considered felonies. 

CSUS Police found no prior arrests or outstanding 
warrants on the man who was arrested. The suspect was 
released on bail the day of his arrest.

voters in June. It provided $450 
million to the University of Cali- 
fornia, California State University 
and community college systems. 

Now, Proposition 143, which is 
another $450 million bond issue, 
confronts voters. Those who op- 
pose the bill claim that it is a 
continuation of “blank-check” 
financing methods undertaken by 
the state, while those who support 
it claim that it is a legitimate fund- 
ing measure. 

Supporters of Proposition 143, 
including Gov. Deukmejian and 
former Gov. Edmund G. Brown, 
say that will be urgently needed 
relief for ailing schools, and enroll- 


ment over the next several years 
will increase dramatically. 

Propostion 143 would provide 
$450 million to fund only the 
highest priority building needs of 
the University of California, the 
California State University and the 
California Community Colleges, 
said both Deukmejian and Brown. 

“New and renovated class- 
rooms, libraries and laboratories 
are urgently needed on our cam- 
puses to keep pace with 
California’s continuing growth 
and enroliment increases,” accord- 
ing to the ballot argument in favor 
of Proposition 143. 

The argument also cites Cali- 


fornia Postsecondary Education 
Commision population growth 
Statistics that the state’s population 
is increasing by 740,000 a year. It 
projects that California colleges 
will have 700,000 more students in 
15 years. Consequently, the col- 
leges need more money. 

But opponents of Proposition 
143 say that the average taxpayer 
is already subsidizing the educa- 
tion of suadents in the government- 
run universities. They say that the 
government taxes poor, elderly or 
disadvantaged people to fund an 
education system that wastes 
money. 

“If you count the number of 


enrollees versus the number who 
actually graduate, you can see what 
abig difference there is,” states the 
ballot argument against Proposi- 
tion 143. “Apparently, a large 
number of students are not serious 
about their studies, but are fooling 
around in school on taxpayers’ 
money.” 

Further, the ballot argument 
against Proposition 143 says, 
“People may choose higher educa- 
tion — but only based on their 
intelligence, aptitude and ability to 
pay.” 
Proposition 143 is being spon- 
sored by Assemblyman Pat Nolan 
(R-Glendale).

For the negotiations for peace and resolution to work, 
Diaz said that the United States must cut or stop their military 
aid to the Salvadoran government. Cutting U.S. support 
would send the important message to the Salvadoran 
government that they are taking the violence too far, added 
Diaz. Presently, two bills in Congress would cut military aid 
to El Salvador if passed. 

Diaz said she has experienced a great deal of violence in 
her own life as a result of speaking out against the military 
government. In 1980, Diaz’s husband was assassinated by 
a death squad when he was Secretary General for the 
Christian Democratic Party that was in power at the ume. 
He was serving as the general attorney for the poor. Diaz 
said her husband was killed because he wanted to break an 
agreement that his party had established which would merge 
the party with the military. 

Last October, three grenades were launched into the 
house that Diaz shared with her two sons. No one was hurt. 
Diaz said that she knows the danger, but will continue to 
fight. 

“Ii you don’t work, you are paralyzed,” she added. 

According to Diaz, people are murdered every day in El 
Salvador. “There is progress, but then the people (the 
military) feel pressure and become more aggressive,” said

our lawyers did. He decided not to look at the merits 
of the case, which was fine. As soon as the Appellate 
Council looks at the case then we will be fine,” he said. 

Pursley said ASI would appeal to the Appellate 
Council, although the Council has not set a date yet. 

The heart of the lawsuit is REAL’s contention that 
the election was lost by 49 votes. REAL believes that 
these votes changed the results of the election, and that

ASI conspired against them. 

REAL brought their case to the Elections Complaint 
Committee in May of last year. According to its report, 
“There is reasonable doubt...regarding the allegations 
made by the complainants. The committee recom- 
mends that the election should be aborted.” 

At this point, the university made the decision to let 
the company that conducted the voting, Sequoia 
Pacific Systems, decide if the electicn was valid, 
according to court documents. When Sequoia Pacific 
ruled that the election was fair, the university decided 
against using the Appellate Council, documents 
showed. 

Ford ruled, however, that Sequoia Pacific did not 
have the power to determine the validity of the eiec- 
tion. He said that ASI violated its bylaws and should 
move the matter to the Appellate Council.

Student video portfolios 
replace SATs in Oregon 


(CPS) — In the movie “How I Got into 
College,” the protagonist tries to make up for 
his poor Scholastic Aptitude Test scores by 
sending the college he wants to attend a 
humorous videotape of himself. 

Now Lewis and Clark College in Oregon 
says it will turn fiction to reality. 

In late September, campus officials said 
thai, starting next school year, they will let 
students apply by submitting a “portfolio” 
of original work along with high school 
transcripts. Students that try it won’thave to 
send their SAT or American College Test- 
ing scores. 

The idea, said Peter Brown, Lewis and 
Clark’s dean of admissions, will attract “a 
bright student who is highly motivated but 
doesn’t want to be categorized” by a SAT 
score. 

College reformers often claim the SAT 
in particular does not reveal much more 
about test takers than how well they have 
learned male, middle-class values. 

The test, critics add, does not accurately 
forecast how well female high school sen- 
iors will do in college. 

“The SAT,” Brown maintained, “has 
become a symbol of the statistical approach 
to college admissions.” 

Mindful of the criticism and the defec- 
tions, trustees of the College Board, the 
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organization that oversees the SAT, are 
pondering changes to make the test less “sta- 
‘etical.” 


Ata Sept. 29 meeting, the trustees voted 
to wait until late October to decide whether 
to make sweeping changes that would in- 
clude having students write an essay. 

If a mandatory essay is included without 
first trying it out, however, the big nine- 
campus University of California system 
should drop the SAT, said UC admissions 
chief Patrick S. Hayashi in a memo to UC 
President David Gardner. 

Anessay, Hayashi noted, would trouble 
students for whom English is a second 
language. 

“The one really good thing about the SAT 
is that it is the one factor in admissions” that 
is not affected by the differences in each 
school, added R. Fred Zuker, enrollment 
management vice chancellor at the UC 
campus at Riverside. 

Zuker conceded it would be possible to 
admit students without the SAT, either by 
using the ACT or by creating another test. 
Yet, “The cost of developing, administering 
and grading our own test would be prohibi- 
tive.” 

While statistics truly help administrators 
like Zuker who must sift through as many as 

10,000 applications each year, Lewis and

Protesters storm college to decry education quality 


WASHINGTON (CPS) — Several hundred University of the District of Columbia 
students, demanding major changes in the way their school is run, stormed two build- 
ings Sept. 26, vowing not to leave until their demands are met. 

The students submitted a list of 20 demands, including the resignation of 11 of the 
15 members of the Board of Trustees, an increase in library hours, better cafeteria 
services, capital improvements and an Afro-centric curriculum. 

“Wechose todo this because of our disgust with the board of trustees,” protest leader 
Mark Thompson said. “This school is in a situation of disarray. Our accreditation is 
in jeopardy and that is a direct result of the board of trustees.” 


Mayor vetoes nation's first college tax

Just a few years ago | was in West 
Germany and stood at the wali, an im- 
mense, graffiti-covered wall that seemed to 
separate the earth.

Many had 
large pictures of Karl Marx on them. I felt 
as if I were on a movie set. It was cene. 

The people, however, did not seem any 
different. I expected to see oppressed, fright- 
ened people huddled in long lines, worned 
that if they talked to me they would be 
hauled off and shot. (I didn’t know. That's 
what I thought, that’s what I was raised to 
think.) Instead, they hurried along the shop- 
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ping mails just like Westerners, buying cans don’t take care of each other. Why 
clothes and hot dogs. They smiled and there is so much crime. 
talked freely. They asked me why Ameri- When I left, I felt relieved, but I also

Now, wher ! read about Germany, the 
reunification, it seems unreal. To thirk that 
Checkpoint Charlie is no longer there, that 
the wall is gone — incredible. It was so im- 
penetrabie, permanent. When I siood next 
to it, it seemed that tie other side did not 
exist, that I was standing on the edge of the 
world. But, indeed, there was another world, 
and now al! Germans must find it together. 

In many ways, I envy them. They have 
the chance to create their own nation, their 
own identity. (They are not forced to be- 
lie ve in Cold War enemies.) They can help 
each other; they can be a nation undivided. 

There will be problems, of course. They 
will have to settle constant power struggles, 
somehow resolve the gap between the nch 
and poor, West and East. Neighboring coun- 
tries will understandably de nervous, wary. 

But at least there is no wall, no mine- 
fields, no ugly fortress of the soul.

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Supreme Court 
myopia 


I knew Mike Pettengill’s ar- 
ticle was going to be a doosie 
when it began with an editor’s 
preface which announced that “the 
following views do not necessar- 
ily reflect the views of The Hornet 
newspaper.” Being on the opinion 
page is usually enough indication | 
that an article is a writer's Own 
specific point of view, but The 
Hornet was smart enough to dis- 
tance itself even further from 
Pettengill’s utopian ramblings 
with just such an editor’s note. 
And I can see why. 

Now, to dabble with the mak- 
ing of utopias you run the risk of 
being dubbed a utopian. A uto- 
pian as defined by the dictionary 
is, “a zealous but impracucal re- 
former of human society....— 
Pettengill, in struggling within his 
article to put forward the view- 
point of the conservative cabal, 
has certainly met those qualifica- 
tions. 

What is unfortunate about these 
ramblings is how much Pettengill 
has missed the point about the 
nomination of a Supreme Court 
justice. Within the article the pn- 
mary concem is to pack the Court 
with justices who would set into 
motion a new conservative refor- 
mation, one which would put an 
end to what Pettengill sees as our 
most pressing problems: flag burn- 
ing, abortion, gun control and tax | 
dollars to fund “obscene” art. 

First, it’s uniquely ironic that | 
the most pressing issues of the day | 
to the conservative brood, which | 
Pettengill so effectively repre- | 
sents, don’t include our deterio- 
rating educational system, a grow- 
ing federal deficit, the rising cost 
of health care, an increasing pov- 
erty base in this country, out of 
control defense spending, etc. In 
the conservative utopia such so- 
cietal conditions must not be as 
dangerously destabilizing as say, 
the burning of an American flag. 
Second, the role of the Supreme

Three weeks ago, Lisa Olson, a female sports 
reporter covering the New England Patriots, al- 
leged that she was sexually harassed in the team’s 
locker room by a group of player’s. Last week, Cin- 
cinnati Bengal’s coach Sam Wyche barred all 
female reporter’ s from his team’s locker room after 
their game. 

These two incidents have led to a tremendous 
amount of discussion in the sports community 
regarding whether or not female reporters should 
be allowed in men’s lockerrooms. Opinions on the 
subject are popping up faster than you can say 
“Hey, I’m naked. Get the hell out of here.” 

What follows is by no means a representative 
survey of the feelings of the University or of this 
newspaper. It is simply a small number of opinions 
on what has become a very touchy subject in the 
last two weeks. 

Do you think that female reporter’s should 
be allowed in men’s locker rooms? 

Brian Bradshaw- 

“Yes I think they should be able to go in men’s 
locker rooms, but men ought to be allowed in 
female locker rooms with the same token. Also, 
It shouldn’t be exploited. They shouldn’t expioit 
the reason women are there. The player’s shouldn't 
go overboard walking around nude.” 

Joe Stanley- 

“Well, I think (women) should be restricted in 
certain areas of the locker room, like over by the 
showers. A lot of the reporting for the sports 
reporter is done in the locker room. They're pro- 
fessionals. They're not in there to get acheap thnill. 
The player’s need to show some respect 190. That 
wasn't very respectful of her professionalism, (the 
incident in the New England Patriot’s locker 
room).” 


Lisa Jiricka- 

“{ think if some men have a problem with a lady 
reporter in their locker room, then (women report- 
ers) shouldn't be there. But if all the men say, ‘no 
probiem, you can interview us,’ than I think a woman 
has all the right to be there. 

Regina C.- 

“Dio, I don’t think women should be allowed in 
men’s lockerrooms. Personally, wouldn’t want men | 
in the locker room while I’m changing and I would 
give them the same respect that | would want for 
myself.” 

Kathy Walsh- 

“No, I don’t think women should be allowed in 
(men’s locker rooms). I think they should make an 
area where the press could come, both men and 
women, to interview the players. The player’s can go 
in their locker rooms and do whatever and come out 
toan area where all the press are, so that the men aren't 
getting an advantage.” 

Holly Pipione- 

“Yes I think (women) should be able to go in 
men’s locker rooms. It’s their job and they’re profes- 
sionals. The player’s should be able to be mature and 
handle it. They are there to do their job just like she’s 
there to do hers.” 

Jeff Minahan, Sports Information Director- 
“What's most important is that no matter their sex, 
all writer’s should have full access (to the player’s). 
It’ sthe responsibility of the institution, and in our case, 
the Athletic Department, to make sure all writer’s 
have equal access. If that situation came up here, we 
would do what ever we had to do to give equal access. 
More than likely we would probably create an inter- 
view room znd bring the athletes out (to the writer’s).” 

Dr. Lee McElroy, Athletic Director- 

“It’s not whether women or men belong in the 
locker room, it’s what is their purpose for being there. 
If you happen to be a woman and a writer, and your 
job is to get a story, then you belong there.”

Comiskey Park: 


(Editor's note: Harry Holstine was a writer for The Hornet in the fall of 1977 
andwentonto write at the Riverside Press-Enterprise. He currently works atCamella 
Photo.) 

I remember my dad taking me to Comiskey Park when I was about!0 years old. 

| fell in love with the park and also the White Sox, which did not make my dad 
too happy. He was a die-hard Cubs fan, and as all Chicagoans know, Cub fans hate 
the White Sox and vice-versa. But since we lived only a few blocks from Comiskey 
Park, and Wrigley Field was about 10 miles away, I was in seventh heaven. 

Now almost 50 years later, the last out has been recorded at the oldest park in 
the Major Leagues, and the wrecking ball will start to demolish the 80-year-old 
structure before long. 

Thinking back over the many years I watched the Sox play on that historic 
Comiskey Park turf, | have inany wonderful memories that I will cherish forever. 

I remember sneaking into the park by climbing a rain pipe on 55th street, down 
the right field line. We couldn't afford the price of admission, so sneaking in was 
the only way to sce a lot of games. 

One year, I saw all the games in April and decided to try and sec every game that 

year. By playing hookey a few times and getting there late a few other times, I 
managed to achieve my goal. The next year, they put upa | 5-foot iron fence in front 
of the rain pipe.I remember one game that year was a night contest against the Red 
Sox. I was one of over 53,000 fans to see the game, although I didn’t count on the 
official attendance figures. The seating capacity at the time was 47,000, but 6,000 
Sox fans sat on the steps between the rows of seats. The thrill of sitting that close 
and the roar that went up when the Sox got a hit was a once-in-a-lifetime experi- 
ence.

I remember waiting for autographs between the dugout and the clubhouse as the 
Sox players ran by. We never got any autographs, but at least we saw our heroes 
close-up and sometimes we were even able to touch their uniforms. 

I remember watching the first appearance by a black player in the American 
League. Larry Doby was supposed to debut the next day in Cleveland, but the Indians 
needed him to pinch-hit in the seventh inning and he came up and struck out. I didn’t 
think it was very significant at the time. It just looked funny to see a black player 
facing the White Sox. 

I remember watching Patrick “Fat Pat” Seerey hitting one shot after another into 
the left field seats during batting practice. He didn’t just hit them in batting practice 
— Seerey is still tied for the record of four home runs in a game, although he did 
that in Philadelphia. 

I remember being in the right field lower deck when Mickey Mantle hit the most 
memorable homer I have ever seen. The ball was still rising when it hit a speaker 
suspended from the right-center field upper deck. I was only about 20 feet from the 
bleachers, which are 440 feet from home plate on top of a30-foot cement fence. 

I remember sitting in the upper deck behind first base when Eddie Robinson hit 
one over the roof in right field. I still think Mantle’s homer was hit harder. 

I remember the weather. Oh, do I remember the weather! Sitting on green wooden 
seats in the left-field stands in the late innings of a night game as the cold winds started 
to whip in off Lake Michigan. You would think you were going to freeze, but then 
you would realize you were watching the Sox play at Comiskey Park and your whole 
body would start to warm-up. 

I remember sitting behind home plate as Orville Grove took a no-hitter into the 
ninth. With two outs and the big crowd roaring, Joe Gordon lined a double intoright 
center to spoil the perfecto. 

I remember the smell of cigars, hot dogs and hot coffee drifting through the cold 
night air as you entered the park through the turnstiles on 35th Su cet. 

I remember Jimmy Piersall when he played for Washington, asking him for a 
baseball during batting practice. He was in center and I was the only one in the left 
center field stands. He said, “I can’t now, they're watc!ung me.” A few minutes

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Nothing ‘Squeaky’ about Parker's play

William “Squeaky” Parker, 21, 
with his bantam weight propor- 
tions is becoming a heavy weight 
for the Division II Homets. After 
the season opener against Port- 
land, Parker accumplated some all- 
star stats: seven catches for 146 
yards and a touchdown. He has 
become the Hornets leading re- 
ceiver with 15 catches for 313 
yards, averaging 20.3 yards per 
catch and two touchdowns. 

Parker comes to CSUS from 
Monterey Peninsula Junior Col- 
lege, where he also played running 
back and safety. His best game for 
Monterey came last fall, when he 
caught 12 passes for 224 and two 
touchdowns. 

At Monterey he played against 
Homet star Troy Mills who gained 
291 yards and went over the 1,000 
yard mark for the season(with Los 
Medanos). 

Parker and Millis have since 
become friends and offensive 
specialists for the Hornets. In fact, 
in proof of their admiration for 
each other Mills gave Parker a 
present last week, a 47 yard pass 

hich Parker caught for a touch- 


down (“Thanks Troy”). 

Parker was born in Carmel, Ca. 
and attended Monterey High 
School. He lettered in baseball, 
basketball, and football, his junior 
and senior years. Mark Bomarito, 
who played with Parker in High 
School, and now is a center for the 
Hornets says, “Squeaky is great, he 
was are whole offense, he got the 
ball on almost every play, and 
could beat anyone even when he 
was double teamed.” 

Parker who goes by the nick- 
name “Squeaky” didn’t get that 
name by squeaking by defensive 
lines, he didn’t get it because he 
squeaks through end zones. It’s 
much more simpler than that, 
Parker says, “when I was around 
six months old, I would cry, and it 
would sound like a squeaky noise, 
and I’ve been called ‘Squeaky’ 
ever since.” 

Parker had opportunities to 
attend an avalache of other col- 
leges. He was soughtafter by USC, 
Houston, Oregon, and signed with 

San Jose State, but for eligibility 
reasons opted for Sacramento 
State. Parker says, “I knew Coach 
Clemons, and everyone in Sacra- 
mento treated me really good, | 
also like the weather, that is why I 
am playing for the Hornets.” 


Football is Parker’s favorite 
sport, but if the Hornet basketball 
coach talks to him, he will play 
basketball. Parker was 2nd in the 
nation for 3-point baskets in junior 
college. He also taught himself to 
play golf with a 10 handicap. 
Parker remembers, “my cousin had 
some old golf clubs, and we were 
bored, so we went out to the green 


and I caught on pretty good.” He - 


admits that he hasn’t hit a whole in 
one, but is still trying. 

At 5-foot-nine-inches and 170 
Ibs. Parker isreminiscent of Wash- 
ington Redskin’s legend Joe 
Washington, his strengths consists 
of speed, good moves afterhe gets 
the ball, and quick hands. He is 
working on leg strength. He adds, 
“being so small has its advantages 
and disadvantages, sometimes 
ican get through the line without 
anyone blocking me, and be open 
for the pass, the only problem with 
that is sometimes our quarterback 
can’t see me.” 

Out of high school Parkez re- 
ceived NFL awareness, he got 
letters from Dallas, Kansas City, 
and San Diego.

I remember my wife (who is from Ireland) asking, “Is that Nellie 
Fox standing on that cushion?” He had just doubled, and was stand- 
ing on second base. 

I remember the way Hall of Fame shortstop Luke Appling field- 
ing a routine grounder and flipping it underhanded with a trajectory 
like Mc Donald’s arches, and just nipping the runner at first base. He 
did this on all routine grounders, which really frustrated the oppos- 
tition. 

I remember watching the go-go White Sox of the’ 50s, with Nellie 
Fox, Luis Aparicio and Minnie Minoso, running, bunting, stealing 
bases and driving other teams crazy as the Sox finally became le- 
gitimate contenders. 

I remember returning to Comiskey as an accredited journalist, 
watching the Sox and the Yankees from the press box. I remember 
seeing Mickey Mantle near the end of his career down by the pho- 
tographer’s box, when at one time, I had watched him hit home runs 
from out in left field as a boy. I had only dreamed of meeting him. 
Now, my dreams had all come true. 

Comiskey Park. 

Ah, I remember it well. 

But when the wrecking ball knocks it down, I will sull have my 
cherished memories. As the old song goes, “No, no, they can’t take 
that away from me.”
